Tho the 
fens, we confels, talk, in their Fables, of fome relief the 
damn’d bdve, but “tis, only, according to them, every 
Sibbath day, and this without any prayers or Mafies for 
"ein, arid they shuft to broyling agen on Sunday morning, 
asin the famous Inftance of their Zyrenms, Turnus of 
Terentius Rufus, quoted by Buxtorf in his Synag.: and fee 
yeral other Authors: We fay, we find no place of Tor 
ment for good men after this life, nor any eafe for the 
wicked, either in Scripture, or ancient Fathers, but as 

the Tree falls, fo it lies, the fate of probation being in 

this world only, the true purgétory omly here, as the 
other world the ftate of Retribution, of eternal punifh- 
ment or reward, nor can we fuppofe any thing elle, 
for how fhou'd /Zabits of Vice be ever chang’d it we car- 
ry “em out of the World with us? How can we expett 
an Eternity to repent in, who refus’d to doitin 

time ? How fhou'd our Friends prayers avail us after 
we are dead, when we wou'd not pray our felves while 
we were living? or if happy, what need of ’em, unlels 
for the general confummatioa ? On the whole there- 
fore, this paffionate Lady woud do much better to 
pray for her'{elf, then another, and to employ al] her 
jife in atts of charity and devotion, that if he the lowed 
be not happy, fhe may avoid his Fate ; if he be, flee 
may in Gods time, fhare in his Felicity,

Queft. 6. How far 4 man may fijpe anothers Treas 
chery, and not be cenforious ? 

Arjw. The rule is, in that cafe, to let prudence and 
charity equally direét us: Charity obliges, not to 
miftru® a man, ‘prudence not to truft him before we 
know him : Tho when we do, and find him an ill man, 
‘tis not cemfor ioufne/s to Judg accordingly, but Folly to 
do the contrary; we muft therefore oblerve the medium, 
and neither do aétually one or tother, prefervieg our 
minds in as pure a fufpence, as juft an A quiliiriym as 
pofible, before we are fatisfy'dfrom fatt, or know how 
to determine. Not that they're to remain {0 any 
longer chen till we have fuch opportunity of fatisfacti- 
oa; Which is the Nonfence of the Scepricks, who pre- 
tend to keep their minds equal, in order to find out 
truth, and yet let what weight will be thrown into ei- 
ther icale, won't let it carry it; tho indeed their opini- 
on feems rather nothing but whim and pretence, but 
can ne're be their fetled Judgment, or if it is poffi- 
ble to be embrac’d in earneft by any, it muft only be by 
thofe of very weak and unftable minds, generally cor- 
rupted by fence and Intereft, who finding the common- 
ly reciev @ notions of all rational mankind to be againft 
‘em, (which they ate fure enopgh of, tho thereby they 
deftroy their own fcepticifm) are torc‘d to deny all 
truths, and endeavour to render that uncertain, which 
they know not how to anfwer: And yet the mifChief 
fiillis, they areas pofitive and dodfustical in their 
altertions, and as fond of the Conclution, in {pite of the 

biemiles,as any men in the World, as any muft know, 
who have convers'd with that fort of people.
